To the Governor and Legislature of the State of Michigan: 

In c5ompliance witli the statute I have the honor to report that the fol- 
lowing schedules contain a statement of the business transacted by the 



oflBcers to be made in compliance therewith. The advantage of making the 
report as of that date is obvious, it giving time for the preparation of the 
report during the term of each incumbent of the office. 

Owing to the illness of my predecessor, Hon. S. V. R. Trowbridge, no 
report was made for this office for the preceding year, and for that reason 
I have included in this report the abstract of the business transacted by 
the prosecuting attorneys of the State reported, for the calendar year 1889. 

Before proceeding to a statement of the business transacted by the office 
I may be permitted to recommend that the statute, requiring the prosecut- 
ing attorneys of the State to report to the Attorney General, be 
changed so as to require the reports to be made to the State Board of Cor- 
rections and Charities. These reports of the prosecuting attorneys to the 
Attorney General furnish about the only d^ for criminal statistics under 
the laws of this State, and the Secretary of the Board of Corrections and 
Charities has been to this office frequently for information which could not 
be furnished. That Board has constantly under consideration the sub- 
ject of penology, for the study of which subject these reports are prince 
pally useful, and it is believed that it would be an advantage to the Board 
and beneficial to the public at large to have the reports made to the Board 
instead of to this office. The reports at present are entirely too meager ta 
be of very great service, and the members of the board realizing the 
importance of criminal statistics and the necessity of making them as com- 
plete as possible, would be able surely to make a great and importent 
improvement in this matter, which is of so much public concern. The 
section of the statute required to be amended to make such a change is 
section 654 of Howell's statutes. 
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In case this recommendation should not meet with the approval of the 
legislature, the statute, requiring reports from the prosecuting attorneys 
to the Attorney General, should be changed so as to require the report to 
be made for the year ending June , 30, instead of December 31. No 
additional burden or trouble would be imposed upon the prosecuting 
attorneys by such provision, and it would be of great convenience to this- 
office.

Bill in chancery in the 
Ingham county circuit court for the recovery of certain swamp lands 
granted to the State of Michigan by act of Congress in 1850. State 
obtained a decree and the defendants have appealed to the Supreme Court 
of this State. 

The State of Michigan vs. Edward W. Sparrow and the Michigan Land 
and Lumber Company Limited. Information in chancery. An informa- 
tion in chancery was filed in the Ingham circuit court, to cancel certain pat- 
ents issued by the State, to Edward W. Sparrow for certain swamp lands, 
on the alleged ground that said patents were improvidently issued.

Hon. Joseph Estabrook, Supt. of Public Instruction : 

Deab Sib— In reply to your inquiry as to the proper construction of section 1, 
■chap. 15, of the General School Liws, and incidentally of section 4, chap. 4, and section 
2, of chap. 13, of said laws, permit me to say that in my opinion the payment of the fee 
required by section 1, of chap. 15, could in no proper sense be regarded as a requisite 
for qualification as a teacher. That section imposes a duty upon all boards or officers 
authorized by law to examine applicants for certificates of qualification as teachers, and 
if the board of county examiners fails to perform such duty the members of the board 
would without doubt be liable to removal by the Judge of Probate under section 12, 
■chap. J 2, of the School Laws, and members of school boards neglecting or refusing to 
_perform such duties, would be liable under section 2, chap. 13. The section making it 
apparently a mandatory duty, there is probably conferred upon such board or officers 
the implied authority to demand the payment of such fees before the applicant for ex- 
.aminalion is entitled to an examination. If however the board or officer neglects the 
<iuty imposed by this section and fails to collect the fee such failure upon the part of 
the board or officer, would not in any wise disqualify a teacher who had passed a satis- 
factory examination. 

Section 4 of chap. 12, of the School Laws contains the following provision, ' 'No per- 
son shall be considered a qualified teacher within the meaning of the School Laws, nor 
shall any school officer employ or contract with any person to teach m any of the public 
schools, who has not a certificate in force granted by the board of school examiners of 
the county or other lawful authority." That provision determines what shall constitute 
a quaJitied teacher and the fact that a board or officer has neglected the duty imposed 
by section 1, chap. 15, could not possibly disqualify a teacher where an examination had 
been had and a certificate given. I place the same construction upon section 1, chap. 
15, with reference to the powers and duties of the director and secretary of school 
boards, and the neglect of such duties, that I do with reference to examining boards or 
officers. The director or secretary of any such board may refuse to contract with a 
teacher until the teacher has paid the required fee, but if he does contract without 
■collecting such fee, that fact does not disqualify the teacher. If I am right in the con- 
struction of the above section, it would not be proper for your department to withhold 
the public money from the cities mentioned in your letter, (which cities, I am informed 
verbally from your department are Muskegon and Bay City.) 

As to the last question, if it can be said that the board of education, which has the 
power to employ under the charters of the cities referred to, is controlled by that por- 
tion of section 1, chap. 15, relating to the directors and secretaries of school boards, then 
the members of the board w luld be liable under section 2, of chap. 13, and in the absence 
otaar express provision in the school law as to the manner of proceeding to collect such 
penalties the proceedings would be instituted by the prosecuting attorney under sec- 
tion 8442 of Howell's Statutes.

Gentlemen — In reply to your communication asking for a construction of Act No, 
138 of the Session Laws of 1875, as subsequently amended, permit me to say that in my 
opinion it is the duty of the board and officers named in said act to deliver the bodies 
therein specified for shipment, to the demonstrator of anatomy of the University of 
Michigan in all cases, unless the body shall be requested by a relative or legal repre- 
sentative in good faith for burial at private expense. No request for burial at public 
expense or at the expense of the institution from which the body is shipped should 
prevent the shipment.

It is quite probable that if the association were holding more land than platted for 
the purpose of evading the statute, it might be proceeded against for abuse of its fran- 
chise, but such a question could only be determined by contest, and is not within- the 
jurisdiction of the taxing officers.

Dear Sir — In reply to your inquiry of March 29, regarding the rights of the board 
to refuse to fir the tolls of those companies organized under chapter 111 of Howell's 
Annotated Statutes, which have made their improvements upon borrowed capital, and 
whose capital stock is none of it paid in, permit me to say that in my opinion the board 
cannot, for that reason, refuse to fix the tolls. 

With reference to the improvements made by such companies the board has an 
undoubted discretion, under section 3859 to determine when any portion of the improve- 
ments is completed in such a manner as to entitle the company to receive tolls, and the 
amount which such company shall receive for tolls, upon the portion of the stream 
improved. It is also left for the board to determine in its discretion when the entire 
improvements have been properly completed, and to accept said improvements, and to 
fix (within the limitation as to the maximum tolls specified in the section) the amount 
of tolls which the company may collect, but the board has no control over the question 
of taxation, and if the work has been completed and accepted, it can exercise no power, 
discretionary or otherwise, coneerning the amount of capital stock paid in by the share- 
holders.

DxiOt Sir — In reply to your inquiry of the 12th Inst., in regard to the articles of 
assooiation of the Riverside Storage Co., which are presented to vour office for filing, 
permit me to say that in my opinion the articles ought not to be filed. 

The name assumed by the company is set forth in their articles of association 
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as the Riverside Storage Co. The purposes for which the corporation is organ- 
ized are as set forth in their articles of association, the carrying on of a general 
warehouse, storage, commission, trucking, and transfer business also the pur- 
chase and sale of all kinds of merchandise. The statement is made in their 
articles that the organization is proposed under act No. 232, of the Public Acts 
of 1885, as amended by act No. 170 of the Public Acts of 1889. Act No. 232 of the 
Public Acts of 1885 is entitled: " An act to revise the laws providing for the incor- 
poration of all manufacturing companies, (except such as are contemplated by act 
No. 42 of the Session Laws of 1867, which provides for the incorporation of persons or 
corporations engaged in the manufacture of salt,) and merchantile companies or any 
union of the two, and to fix the duties and the liabilities of such corporations." It is 
to be observed from the title of the act as above stated that the business of owning 
and conducting a warehouse is not included in the title of the act, and it will be ob- 
served also that the statute nowhere contains any provisions in relation to such com- 
panies. This, in my opinion, would be a sufficient reason for refusal to allow the arti- 
cles of association presented, to be filed ; but further than this, chap. 106 of Howell's 
Annotated Statutes provides for the incorporation of companies organized for con- 
ducting a warehouse business, and I think it is not competent for persons to incorporate 
under the manufacturing law for the purpose of conducting the business provided for 
in chap. 106, above referred to.

Dear Sir — In relation to the communication of Harvey ^appan of Yale, Michigan, 
submitted by you to this office on the 19th inst., will say that in my opinion no action 
can be taken under section 15, of the compilation of the School Laws of 1889. The facts 
submitted by Mr. Tappan are as follows: " 'A ' lives in a district in Emmet township 
and desires to be set over into the adjoining district in Brookway township. The clerks 
and boards have been duly notified as per section 15, page 11, of the School Laws of 
1889, and a joint meeting is held." It will be observed from this statement of facts 
that " A " is not a resident of a fractional district, and accordingly that no alteratioaof 
a fractional district would be made by the action of the boards of the two townships. 
Under such a statement of facts the boards of the two townships acting jointly as one 
board would have no jurisdiction. 

Upon the facts submitted this disposes of the entire question, and I think any fur- 
ther consideration unnecessary.

Construction of act No. 23 Session Laws of 1864, providing for the payment of State 
Bounties, 

Lansing, Mich., May 1, 1890. 
Hon. Board of State Auditors, Lansing, Mich. ; 

Gentlemen — The legislature of 1864 passed an act that was approved February 5, 
1864 (which was ordered to take immediate effect). The act provides for a uniform 
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State bounty of $100, to be paid to every volunteer soldier, below the rank of a com- 
missioned officer, who enlisted after its passage, and was credited on the quota of the 
State, etc., and credited to the township or ward in which he was enrolled for draft, if 
not enrolled, on the presentation of his own affidavit, that the township or ward for 
which he was credited, is the township or ward where he actually resides, and that he 
was not enrolled elsewhere in the State. If the person enlisting was a non-resident of 
this State, no affidavit was necessary. This law has been construed by the Supreme 
Court in the case of the People vs. Hammond, Quartermaster General. 13 Mich., 247. 
In October, 1863, the President made a call for three hundred thousand men, and Feb- 
ruary 1, 1864, issued another call for two hundred thousand men, making five hundred 
thousand in all, in the two calls. The act above referred to, applies to all calls after 
January 1, 1864. In the case of the People vs. Hammond, 13 Mich., the Supreme Court in 
construing the law held that it did not apply to the three hundred thousand call of 
October, and only applied to the additional two hundred thousand of February 1. 
In the recent case of Smith vs. the Auditor General, the Supreme Court follows the 
case of the People vs. Hammond. 

In the light of these decisions I am of opinion: 

First, All persons enlisting in the volunteer service, after February 5,1864, who were 
not residents of this State, and were credited on the two hundred thousand call or any 
subsequent call during the war of the rebellion, are entitled to the one hundred dollars 
State bounty; 

Second, All persons enlisting after February 5, 1864, in said service, who were resi- 
dents of the State, and were credited to any subdistrict, township or ward, where they 
were enrolled at the time of their enlistment on the two hundred thousand call or any 
subequent call are entitled to the one hundred dollars State bounty. 

Third, All persons who were residents of the State and enlisted after the above date 
and were not enrolled, but were credited to the township or ward where they actually 
resided, and on the two hundred thousand call or any subsequent call, are entitled to 
the one hundred dollars State bounty.

Construction of act No. 23, Session Laws of 1804, relative to State Bounties. 

Lansing, Mich., May 28, 1890. 
Hon. Boards/ State Auditors, Lanmng, Mich.: 

Gentlemen Upon examination I am inclined to think that the opinion given you 
May 1, 1890, is correct, and that the act of February 5, 1864, is not confined to the call 
of 200,000 men made February 1, 1864, by the President. Before the call of the Presi- 
dent, February 1, 1864, a bill was introduced in the Senate, January 28, 1864 providing 
for a State bounty of $100 in certain cases, section six reading as follows: " There shall 
be paid from the war fund a uniform State bounty of $100 to each non-commissioned offi- 
cer, musician or private, that may be enlisted and be mustered into the service of the 
United States, after the present quota from this State shall be filled in any regiment, 
battery or company mustered from this State into the military service of the United 
States." It will be seen that this section provides for the payment of a State bounty to 
those enlisting after the quota on the call of October 17, 186,3, had been filled, and it 
must be understood to apply to future calls oi the President. This bill with the provi- 
sions for a State bounty, passed the Senate January 30, 1864, two days before the call of 
February first. This bill, in that form, was taken up in the House and amended, and 
ordered printed. On the third of February 1864, some new sections were added to the 
bill by the House, section 6, remaining precisely the same, with the exception that it 
was numbered 8 in the amended bill, by the House, and on the third of February, 1864, 
section 8 was amended so as to read as follows: Section 8. "There shall be paid, from 
the war fund <)f this State a uniform State bounty of $100 to each person below the 
rank of a non-commissioned officer, who may hereafter enlist and be mustered into the 
military service of the United States, and who shall be oredited on the quota of this 
State, or any military district thereof under any call or order of the President, or mili- 
tary authorities of the United States, or of this State, made or issued since the first day 
of January, A. D. 1864." It will be observed by the preceding, that the Senate passed a 
bill providing for a bounty of $100, in certain cases before the call of February 1, 1864, 
and that the bill as passed by the Senate, expressly provides for paying such bounty on 
subseqjuent calls that might be made after the bill became a law. The townships and 
municipalities in many cases, had been paying the local bounties, and the bill as passed 
by the Senate, was intended in its provisions to legalize the action that had been taken 
by the different municipalities in the State in providing for local bounties, limiting the 
same to the three last calls made by the President, and to not exceed $^)0 in each case. 
The same bill was passed, after certain amendments made to it by the House, limiting 
the authority of the municipalities as stated above, and providing that on any subsequent 
call, as appears by section 6 of the act of 1864, that municipalities should only pay a 
bounty of $100 "to fill the quota of such township or city, or any call for volunteers 
made by the President of the United States, since January 20, 1864, or which he may 
hereafter make," showing that it was intended to give the municipalities authority, to 
pay $100 local bounty on future calls in filling the quota of their towns. I think that 
sections 6 and 8 must be construed together, especially in view of the history of the 
legislation in question, and although section 8 usee the language " Under any call 
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or order of th« President or military authorities of the United States, or of this State 
made or issued since the first day of January, A. D. 1864," it appears to me that the 
intention of the legislature is clear, that townships were to have the right to pay a 
bounty of $100 on subsequent calls or all calls after the 20th of January, and the State 
to pay $100 making the same amount as was authorized by the same act under the three 
last calls before February 1, 1864, that could be paid by towns, etc. 

I think this view is sustained by the opinion of Chief Justice Christiancy in the case 
of the People vs. Hammond, 13 Mich., 255, although the identical case being considered 
now was not before the Court. The Court says, " Why this distinction in the amounts 
of the bounties allowed to be raised by the local authorities in the two cases — two 
hundred dollars under past calls and only one hundred dollars on any call made, or to 
be made after the 20th of January, 1864? The reason to me seems plain. The cases pro- 
vided for in the sixth section, limiting the amount to be raised by the local authorities 
to $100 are intended to be the same as those for which a State bounty of $100 is pro- 
vided in the eighth section, thus making the aggregate of the State and local bounty, 
under the sixth and eighth sections, the same amount as in cases provided for under 
the former calls in the fourth section. Under former calls and the provisions of the 
fourth section, the local authorities are relied upon for whatever amount is to be raised, 
not exceeding $200; under the sixth and eighth sections, the State raises one half of 
this sum, and the local authorities are authorized to raise the balance, or so much of it 
as they may judge proper." Therefore I am of the opinion that the act of 1864, so far 
as it refers to State bounties, is not confied to the call of the President made February 
1, 1864, but would apply to subsequent calls. 

Judge Christiancy distinctly iays, '' The oases provided in the sixth section limiting 
the amount to be raised by local authorities to $100 are intended to be the same as those 
for which a State bounty of $100 is provided in the eighth section."

Dear Sik — In reply to your inquiry of the 3d inst., as to the proceedings to be taken 
in cases where the Board of Health of a city or village refuses or willfully neglects to 
appoint a health officer, will say that I am unable to find any statut«rj^ provision impos- 
ing any penalty upon the members of the board for such refusal or willful neglect, and 
the only remedy would be removal. In cases where members of the Board of Health 
are chosen by the electors of any city or village they might be removed for such neglect or 
refusal by the Governor, as provided by sections 653 and 656 inclusive, of Howell's 
statutes. If the members of the board hold office by appointment the proceedings for 
removal will be governed by the statute under which the city was incorporated, either 
the general law or the special charter. In such cases the power of removal ordinarily 
rests with the officer or board having the power of appointment.
